Q. What Recon have you for it ? 

4. Becauſe God has forbid it in the

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Commandments, ſaying, Thou ſhalt not 
take the Name of the Lor thy God invain ; 
for the Lord will not Wolfþhim guiltleſs, that 
taketh his Name in wall. 

Q. What is it to take God's Name in 
vain £ 

A. "Tis to yſe hisName unprofitably, 
without any reipe& to God, bur only 
out of an ill Cuſtom, making it as a 
By-word to ſtop every Gap. 

Q. Dor't you hear, Good People, uſmg the 
Name of God in this manner, crying out, 
God, and O Jeſus, upon every trifling Oc» 
ca/zon £ 

As Yes, I have heard it, and won- 
der'd at it. 

Q. And do you think it a Fault in them ? 

4. It looks very like a Fault; but I 
am ſure, they do me harm; for by their 
Example, I learn to do like them, and 
then I am chid for it, and "tis well if I 


eſcape ſo. 


Q. Wherein ao you think the Fault is? 
A. It is a Fault in them, to give us 
Little Ones, ill Example, who are apt 
to learn all we hear: Whence they 
teach us to loſe all Reſpe& to the Name 
of God, and to bring it into Contempt. 
., Q. How :s the Name of God brought intq

Q. Why ſo? 

A, That I may not hear God's Holy 
Name thus abus'd, and that I may not 
learn to do like them.
